Th« Venerable Ex-President of Princeton 


University Passes Away. 


NET? YOEK, Nov. 17.—Rev. Dr. Mc- 


Cosh, until seven years ago the presi- 
dent of Princeton university, died at 10 
o'clock Friday night at his home in 
Princeton, N. J. A gradual decline of 
strength, due to age, combined with a 
touch of pneumonia, was the immedi- 
ate cause of his death. 


Eev. Thomas McCosh, D. D., K L. D., 


was born on the banks of the Eiver 
Boon, Ayrshire, Scotland, on April 1, 
1811. 
He was educated at Edin- 


burgh university, and in 1850 pub- 
lished 
his 
long-meditated 
work 


on the "Method of the Divine Govern- 
ment, Physical and Moral," a work 
which gave him a world-wide reputa- 
tion. In the spring of 187S the trus- 
tees of Princeton 
college, entirely 


without any solicitation on the part of 
Dr. McCosh, called him to the presi- 
dency of the college. Before this, in 
1866, 
Dr. McCosh made an extended 


tour 
of this country. 
Princeton 


college was then in 
a depressed 


condition, 
but 
he 
went 
at 


work at once with all the fire and en- 
thusiasm of youth, blended with the 
sagacity of mature years. He made 
Princeton college a great university, 
resigning the presidency in February, 
1887.

The school board meeting last even- 


ing was short but sweet, the skeleton 
in the closet of tho staid aud respect- 
able old body being dragged forth 
aud exposed to the ga/.e^of the multi- 
tude by the slate smasher statesman 
from tho Seventh yvard--llerr Huber. 
Tho little clique which 
controls the 


board are still in the ring, however 
much they may be disfigured. 


There were present, Dawson: Jones,

President 
Padau being absent, Mr. Jones took 
tho chair at tho request of the board, 
A schedule consisting

total SU.S:.1, was 


allowed. 


The superintendent's report showed 


a total enrollment of 3,1'JS; average 
monthly attendance of 2,0-10 aud aver- 
age daily attendance of 1,',H5. 


Mr, Dawson moved that a now Stan- 


dard dictionary, be purchased at a cost 
of S10 for tho use of the high school 
and Sixth street schools, the book to 
be placed in the superintendent's of- 
fice. 
This was carried, Mr. PurseH 


voting no, his reason being that the 
book was not needed, aud its purchase 
was an entirely unnecessary and use- 
less expense. 


Huber, of the course of study and 


text book committee, arose when that 
committee was called, saying that he 
desired to make a statement. It seems 
that the state law provides that where 
a text book is changed in the public 
schools within five years from the time 
of its adoption, it can only be done by 
a two-thirds vote, aud in the case of 
our school board it would require eleven 
votes to adopt the majority of the new 
text books which wens thrust into our 
schools by the superintendent and ma- 
jority of the school board at the begin- 
ning of the present term. Some of tho 
books replaced had been in use five 
years, aud to change these a majority 
was all that was necessary. 
Hut the 


text books requiring eleven votes to 
adopt 
them 
only 
received 
eight 


votes. This matter was called up by 
Mr. Huber some timo a'go, and a caucus 
was hold, at which the necessary eleven 
\utos were secured. The matter was 
never voted on iu open meeting, how- 
ever, and the fact now remains that 
there are quite a number of text books 
in use in our public schools which have 
never boon legally adopted. This was 
what Huber wishod to make his state- 
ment about. 
He did not \v_ish to push 


tho matter lust evening ho said. 
He 


would bring it up in full meeting, 
but ho wished to give notice of his 
intentions in the matter, so tho board 
would be prepared. "I recently visited 
tho schools and I found books iu use 
there that had never been 
legally 


adopted by this board," exclaimed Mr. 
Huber. "A number of citizens had 
talked of enjoining the use of these 
books but 1 persuaded them not to." 


Mr. Huber then went on to say that 


he only objected to one of the books 
now in use. That one was tho Princess 
Arithmetic so called. 
It was not 


worthy of the name. 


"It is a 
monstrosity," 
said Mr. 


Huber, "and I am ready to argue the 
question with any one to show that it 
is not the proper text book for our 
schools. 


"It has neither rule nor solution, nor 


analysis. 
It is is simply a collection of 


problems that any fool could get up. 
There is not a rule in tho book, and no 
one could review the thing if they 
wanted to. 


"I was at the Union street building 


this morning," continued Mr. Huber, 
"and two teachers told me that they 
skipped the hardest examples. 
They 


never had to do that with Kay's arith- 
metic. It was so arranged that the 
pupil was brought gradually from the 
elementary principles up. I say that 
the majority of the teachers denounce 
the book as a fake, but they are afraid 


to say so publicly, because^ they .are 
afraid of the ulmiffhty superintendent." 


As Mr. Huber made this serious 


charge against the superintendent, Mr. 
Dawson, 
the 
spokesman 
of 
the 


powers 
that 
be,

being that
